With Monday’s unveil¬ 
ing of a powerful new 
symbol, the Kentucky 
State Police’s legacy of 
service, bravery and sac¬ 
rifice will be permanent¬ 
ly honored. At nearly 10 
feet tall, a bronze statue, 
entitled “The Trooper,” 
rises as the crown of the 
recently dedicated state 
police training academy. 
Rendered in formal uni¬ 
form, the figure is posed 
striding toward the fu¬ 
ture, moving out to pro¬ 
tect the citizens of the 
commonwealth. 

“The statue is a per¬ 
manent tribute to the 
troopers and officers of 
the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice who have made the 
ultimate sacrifice by giv¬ 
ing their lives in the line 
of duty,” said KSP Com¬ 
missioner Rodney Brew¬ 
er. “Moreover, it’s about 
all those who have served 
since the agency’s incep¬ 
tion in 1948 and made tre¬ 
mendous sacrifices on a 
daily basis to protect its 
citizenry.” 

Twenty-eight troopers 
and officers have been 
killed in the line of duty. 
One of those victims, 
Trooper James McNeely, 
drowned during a rescue 
mission on the Kentucky 
River in 1972. His body 
was never recovered. 

“This statue also hon¬ 
ors the one we were not 
able to bring home,” said 
Brewer. “In recognition, 
the statue’s face bears a 
resemblance to Trooper 
McNeely” 

World renowned sculp¬ 
tor Benjamin Victor took 
personal interest in his 
artful creation of the 
trooper statue. He was 
diligently sensitive to the 
image of the modern day 
Kentucky Trooper, care¬ 
fully remaining true to 
all details of the iconic 
uniform. 

The 35-year-old Victor 
is the only living sculp¬ 
tor to have two statues in 
the U.S. Capitol in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. Working in 
both bronze and marble, 
he produces incredibly 
detailed monuments that 
function as tributes to 


great historical figures 
and contemporary he¬ 
roes like police, firefight¬ 
ers or those who have 
served in the military. 

“I am very proud to 
have been able to create 
this monument,” said 
Victor. “I put a great 
amount of time and en¬ 
ergy into making it for 
an agency I believe is 
more than deserving of 
a lasting tribute for its of¬ 
ficers.” 

No public funds were 
used to pay for the statue. 
The KSP Citizen’s Police 
Academy Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation formed a 501(c)3 
nonprofit organization 
called The Trooper Proj¬ 
ect to fund the effort. 
Many grassroots fund¬ 
raising events and pro¬ 
grams were held during 
the past year by agency 
employees and retirees to 
generate revenue. 

Major contributors to 
the fund included Com¬ 
monwealth Credit Union, 
Delta Dental of Ken¬ 
tucky, Equestrian Events 
Inc. and the Keeneland 
Foundation Inc. KSP also 
partnered with Man O’ 
War Harley-Davidson 
and the Calipari Foun¬ 
dation to raffle a basket- 
ball-themed Road King 
motorcycle signed by 
University of Kentucky 
Coach John Calipari. 

“Today is the day 
where two journeys 
converge,” said Brewer. 
“The first journey began 
when our agency was 
created, a journey of 
hardships and triumphs 
that forged the agency 
you see today. The sec¬ 
ond journey began near¬ 
ly 10 months ago with a 
dream that turned into 
reality. It was a dream 
of having a special place 
that we hold sacred to 
pay homage to the men 
and women who protect 
the commonwealth. To¬ 
day that dream is a real¬ 
ity.” 

The project has nearly 
reached its fundraising 
goal of $100,000 with a 
few more events planned 
to meet the financial obli¬ 
gations.

Kentucky’s Children Rate Tops 
In Nation For ADHD Diagnoses 


Man Is Shot In Eddyville Standoff

An Eddyville man 
was treated for a bullet 
wound to his abdomen at 
a Paducah hospital Sat¬ 
urday after a Kentucky 
State Police trooper 
shot him in an apparent 
standoff at the man’s 
home. 

Early Saturday morn¬ 
ing, troopers arrived at 
the home of John C. 
Smith, 51, on Bryson 
Road in Eddyville to 
conduct a warrant 
search of his residence. 
Police said after the 
troopers knocked on 
the door and identified 
themselves, Smith came 
to the door and pointed 
a handgun and a laser¬ 
pointing device at the 
troopers. 

Police said Smith 
refused multiple verbal 
commands to drop his 
weapon before he was 


shot by a trooper. He 
was hit in the abdomen 
and was taken by Lyon 
County EMS to Lourdes 
hospital in Paducah, 
where he underwent 
surgery and was recov¬ 
ering in the intensive 
care unit Saturday, 
police said. 

At Smith’s home, KSP 
said it recovered about 10 
ounces of crystal meth, 
which has a street value 
of about $18,000. Troop¬ 
ers also said they found 
several guns and a large 
amount of cash. 

Smith faces charges 
of first-degree traffick¬ 
ing of a controlled sub¬ 
stance with a firearm 
enhancement, posses¬ 
sion of a handgun by a 
convicted felon, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and 
possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

Patricia A. Kilgore, 41, 
of Eddyville, who was 


also at the residence, 
faces charges of traffick¬ 
ing of a controlled sub¬ 
stance with a firearm 
enhancement, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and 
possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. She was taken 
to the Caldwell County 
Jail. 

Detectives will 
continue to investi¬ 
gate the drug charg¬ 
es and the shooting. 
KSP was assisted by 
the Eddyville Police 
Department, the Lyon 
County Sheriff’s Office 
and the Marshall Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff’s Office. 

Police said the name 
of the officer who shot 
Smith will not be released 
until later. The trooper 
has been placed on paid 
administrative leave pur¬ 
suant to KSP policy. No 
law enforcement officers 
were injured during the 
incident.

Sometimes, kids are 
just a handful. They can 
be squirmy, sassy, impa¬ 
tient and noisy. They 
might be overly excited 
one minute, sulking the 
next. Kid stuff. 

But sometimes it’s 
more than a handful of 
kid stuff. Sometimes it’s 
attention deficit hyper¬ 
activity disorder, which 
afflicts Kentucky chil¬ 
dren and adolescents at 
the highest diagnosed 
rate in the nation. 

Estimates vary, but 
ADHD diagnoses are 
undeniably on the rise 
across America, and 
especially in Kentucky. 

According to the most 
recent Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Preven¬ 
tion data, 11 percent of 
American children ages 
4 to 17 have been diag¬ 
nosed with the disorder 
at some point in their 
life, a 42 percent increase 
in diagnoses over the 
past eight years. 

Only 6.1 percent of 
American children are 
being treated for ADHD 
with medication. In Ken¬ 
tucky, nearly 15 percent 
of school-age children 
have been diagnosed 
with ADHD, and 10 per¬ 
cent are being treated 
with medication. 

“One really has to be 
cautious about it, diag¬ 
nosing ADHD,” said Lau¬ 
rie Ballew, medical direc¬ 
tor at Lourdes Behavior¬ 
al Health. 

“Unfortunately, people 
are too ready to prescribe 
medication when you 
don’t have a definitive 
diagnosis. I think one of 
the reasons we’re higher 
in Kentucky is that we’re 
over-diagnosing.” 

ADHD is a neuro- 
behavioral disorder that 
manifests as a persistent 
pattern of inattention 
and/or hyperactivity and 
impulsiveness, accord¬ 
ing to the American Psy¬ 
chiatric Association. 


Though the exact 
origin of ADHD isn’t 
known, the CDC says 
possible causes include 
genetics, environmental 
exposures such as lead, 
alcohol and tobacco use 
during pregnancy, pre¬ 
mature delivery and low 
birth weight. 

Those with ADHD 
may be prone to frequent 
daydreaming, forgetting 
or losing things, squirm¬ 
ing or fidgeting, making 
careless mistakes, or tak¬ 
ing unnecessary risks. 
The list of signs and 
symptoms is long, and 
diagnosis of the disorder 
is a subjective process. 

“With psychiatry, 
there’s not a brain scan 
or blood test that tells 
you yes or no,” said Dun¬ 
can Darnell, child psy¬ 
chiatrist at Four Rivers 
Behavioral Health. 

“It’s hard. You can’t 
just look at a certain 
thing and say oh, OK. 
That’s ADHD. A lot of 
it’s based on what we’re 
being told as people come 
into our offices, but then 
we have to corroborate 
what they tell us.” 

For both Ballew and 
Darnell, properly diag¬ 
nosing ADHD is a meticu¬ 
lous and time-consuming 
process — as it should be, 
they said. While Ballew 
deals with adult patients, 
and Darnell with chil¬ 
dren and adolescents, 
they both follow similar 
processes when it comes 
to diagnosing ADHD. 

If patients are suspect¬ 
ed to have the disorder, 
full medical, behavioral 
and social histories are 
taken, often in a series 
of visits with a therapist. 

A patient may present 
what looks like ADHD at 
school, but not at home, 
or vice-versa. If that’s 
the case, ADHD can be 
ruled out. 

If the pattern of inat¬ 
tention, hyperactivity 
and impulsiveness per¬ 
sists across two or more 
settings, however, ADHD 
might be the culprit. 


Bethlehem Post Office 
To Remain In Business

Those hoping the 
Bethlehem Post Office 
can stay open and con¬ 
tinue to dispense its own 
special brand of Christ¬ 
mas cheer have reason to 
rejoice, according to U.S. 
Postal Service officials. 

It appeared that the 
Bethlehem location — 
called the most famous 
post office in Henry 
County for its name and 
its postmark with the 
manger scene — would 
lose its lease at the end 
of April. 

Post office workers 
made plans to offer some 
services at the nearby 
Marsh Corner and the 
rest at the USPS location 
four miles away in Plea- 
sureville, but those plans 
no longer need to be pur¬ 
sued. 

“I got some good 
news,” Eminence Post¬ 
master John Donnelly 
said. “The lease situ¬ 


ation has been worked 
out. All issues have been 
resolved, and we’re going 
to keep it open.” 

Charles Spencer 
Wood, the postmaster 
relief there, has been 
working to reorganize 
the Bethlehem Post 
Office, to provide a more 
customer-friendly expe¬ 
rience, Donnelly added. 
He got rid of some obso¬ 
lete items, moved the 
safe and that opened up 
more space customers 
will have in the lobby. 

“It’s got a whole new 
look out there,” he said. 

“We were able to rene¬ 
gotiate a five-year con¬ 
tract to keep the Beth¬ 
lehem Post Office open, 
so it’s not going to be 
closing after all,” con¬ 
firmed David Walton, a 
USPS spokesman from 
Louisville. “We’re very 
pleased we are able to 
stay in the location and 
happy to keep the post 
office open for those cus¬ 
tomers.” 


When it comes to 
ADHD, there is no clear 
cause, no fool-proof diag¬ 
nostic method, and no 
clear-cut solution. A vari¬ 
ety of things, such as anx¬ 
iety disorders or depres¬ 
sion, poor vision or hear¬ 
ing, can mimic some of 
the signs of ADHD. 

“If you suspect ADHD 
along with something 
else, you treat the some¬ 
thing else first,” Darnell 
said. “Often that takes 
care of it.” 

Still, 10 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky children and ado¬ 
lescents are prescribed 
ADHD medications like 
Adderall, Ritalin, Con- 
certa or Vyvanse. These 
medicines act as stimu¬ 
lants to help those with 
ADHD focus their atten¬ 
tion and function more 
normally in all aspects 
of their lives. 

But a stimulant is a 
stimulant — it will help 
just about anyone better 
their focus. 

“A positive response to 
the medication does not 
indicate that you have 
ADHD,” Darnell said. 
“We’ll get folks referred 
to us from other places, 
and sometimes the diag¬ 
nosis is just wrong.” 

“I know how strange 
this sounds,” Darnell 
said, “But when you look 
at ADHD, it’s both over- 
and under-diagnosed. It’s 
often over-diagnosed in 
people labeled as having 
ADHD who do not, and 
it’s under-diagnosed in 
kids who do have it but 
simply aren’t getting the 
treatment they need.”

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FORTHE PROPERTYTAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Hopkins County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 4 through May 
18,2015. Appointments may be made for Saturday, May 16,2015. Any person may inspect the 
tax roll and may speak to the Property Valuation Administrator or one of her deputies. 

This is the January 1,2015, assessment on which state, county and school taxes for 2015 will be 
due on or about October 1,2015. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first re¬ 
quest a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or 
during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA 
or designated deputy, may appeal to the County Board of Assessment Appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written peti¬ 
tion stating: the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer s opinion of 
the fair cash value of the property. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the County Board of Assessment Appeals, or failing to appear 
before the Board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal (tangible) property assessment shall not be made to the County Board of 
Assessment Appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of 
KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of 
personal (tangible) property as determined by the Property Valuation Administrator. 

1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 
days from the notice of assessment. 

3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Rising ER visits are ongoing problem

Considering the Obama admin¬ 
istration’s failure to keep its 
promise — made by the President 
in public speeches at least 36 times 
—that “if you like your plan, you 
can keep it,” there should be little 
surprise that other claims offered 
by Obamacare’s Kool-Aid drinkers 
to sell this big-government health 
care program also are bogus. 

For instance, President Obama 
and fellow supporters of the 
Affordable Care Act repeatedly 
asserted that the strain on hos¬ 
pitals would be relieved as there 
would be fewer expensive emer¬ 
gency room visits. 

“What about those parents 
whose kids have a chronic illness 
like asthma and have to keep on 
going back to the emergency room 
because they don’t have a regular 
doctor, and the bills never stop 
coming?” Obama asked a crowd 
during a speech in Maryland. 

Kentucky Gov. Steve Beshear, 
Obama’s political soulmate in 
Frankfort, made similar claims 
during his State of the Common¬ 
wealth speech to a joint General 
Assembly session in January. 

Beshear claimed that the suc¬ 
cess of the commonwealth’s ver¬ 
sion of Obamacare — known 
as the Kentucky Health Benefit 
Exchange — “means that our 
friends and neighbors ... can be 
treated in an appropriate setting 
- not in an emergency room, the 
most expensive place to get care.” 

Yet, a new poll by the American 
College of Emergency Physicians 
indicates that emergency-room 
visits are rising. 

A whopping 75 percent of 
the 2,099 physicians nationwide 
reported that the number of emer¬ 


gency room patients 
has increased since 
Obamacare went into 
effect on Jan. 1, 2014 

— with 28 percent 
claiming the number 
of ER patients had 
“increased greatly” 

Ryan Stanton, an 
ER physician at Bap¬ 
tist Health Lexington, 
told The Wall Street 
Journal that ER visits 
had gone up 20 per¬ 
cent during the first 
few months of 2015 
compared with 10 per¬ 
cent last year — when 
the law widely expanded coverage. 

Adam Ogle, director of emer¬ 
gency service at Baptist Health 
Paducah, told the Paducah Sun 
that emergency room visits to 
his facility were up by more than 
6 percent in 2014 over 2013 and 
already have grown by 5 percent 
this year, compared to the same 
period last year. 

Even as Obamacare was being 
shoved down Americans’ IV tubes, 
we had to hope that the previously 
uninsured who now had coverage 
would be able to seek convention¬ 
al treatment, thus relieving the 
pressure on emergency rooms, to 
which a visit by a patient needing 
primary — rather than emergency 

— care costs $580 more per visit, 
according to a Robert Wood John¬ 
son Foundation report in 2013. 

Dr. Stanton points to a huge 
increase in volume, which was 
bound to happen due to the fact 
that a whopping majority of the 
formerly uninsured who now are 
covered receive coverage through 
taxpayer-funded Medicaid rather 
than a private plan they pay for. 

Considering a shortage of pri¬ 


mary care physicians 
who would accept 
Medicaid patients 
existed before Obam¬ 
acare, where did the 
geniuses who cre¬ 
ated this health-care 
boondoggle think the 
newly covered would 
go when they needed 
care that couldn’t wait 
for months until a phy¬ 
sician could see them 
at the office? 

To the ER, of 
course, which won’t 
turn them away. 
Obamacare sup¬ 
porters will try to pooh-pooh this 
survey, claiming it’s anecdotal. 

Yet while it may not be abso¬ 
lutely conclusive, it’s a realistic 
view of what’s happening on 
the ground rather than the rosy 
rhetoric offered on the campaign 
trail. 

Plus, plenty of rigorous data 
— again available even before 
Obamacare was implemented — 
showed that expanding Medicaid 
increases the strain on emergen¬ 
cy rooms. 

Since the Obama and Beshear 
administrations didn’t have a 
solution for that problem, they 
chose to simply ignore it and act 
like Kentucky and the nation has 
cured its crisis of uninsured citi¬ 
zens. 

They’re still failing to treat this 
condition. 

But if you leave an infection 
untreated, won’t it only grow 
worse?

Protecting your skin is important 


How many times have you been advised to “Love 
the skin you’re in”? 

Typically, that means to accept yourself and be 
happy with who you are and the phrase has deep, 
emotional meaning. It’s also very practical advice. 

May is Melanoma and Skin Cancer Detection and 
Prevention Month. As the temperature heats up and 
summer takes over, loving your skin should mean 
protecting it. 

Skin cancer is the most common type of can¬ 
cer in the United States. The most common cause 
of skin cancer is ultraviolet radiation, typically 
from the sun. However, tanning beds and sun 
lamps also pass UV radiation and have become a 
popular way to get some color before shorts and 
bikini season. 

Melanoma is the most dangerous form of skin 
cancer. It develops when unrepaired damage to skin 
cells triggers mutations that lead skin cells to multi¬ 
ply rapidly and form tumors. It still kills 9,940 people 
in the U.S. every year. 

According to the Skin Cancer Foundation, there 
are more new cases of skin cancer every year than 
breast, prostate, lung and colon cancers combined. 
The International Agency for Research on Cancer, an 
affiliate of the World Health Organization, includes 
UV tanning devices — tanning beds — in its Group 
1, a list of the most dangerous cancer-causing sub¬ 
stances. They’re grouped with plutonium, cigarettes, 
and solar UV radiation. Believe it or not, more people 
develop skin cancer because of tanning than develop 
lung cancer because of smoking. 

Some facts to consider: 

• One in five Americans will develop skin cancer 
in their lifetime. 

• One person dies of melanoma every hour. 

• Nearly 50 percent of Americans who live to age 
65 will have skin cancer at least once. 

• Your risk for developing melanoma doubles if 
you have had more than five sunburns. 

• Regular use of SPF15 or higher sunscreen reduc¬ 
es risk of melanoma by 50 percent. 

• People who first use a tanning bed before the age 
of 35 increase their risk for melanoma by 75 percent. 

So what’s the good news? You can prevent most 
skin cancers, even melanoma, with some simple 
strategies. And skin cancer can almost always be 
cured when detected and treated early. 

How can you protect yourself? 

• Stay in shaded areas between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

• Avoid tanning booths. 

• Cover up with clothing, including wide-brimmed 
hats and sunglasses. 

• Use a broad-spectrum sunscreen of SPF 15 or 
higher on a regular basis, especially when you’re 


outdoors. 

• Examine your skin, head to toe, every month. 

• See a physician annually for a skin exam. 

If you suspect you might already have a skin issue, 
especially melanoma, what should you look for? 
Know the ABCDEs. 

A — Asymmetry: If you have a mole that is 
asymmetrical, meaning the two sides wouldn’t 
match if you drew a line through the center, you 
should have it checked. This is a sign of possible 
melanoma. 

B — Border: A normal mole has a smooth, even 
border. The borders of a melanoma tend to be uneven. 

C — Color: Most moles are all one color, usually a 
shade of brown. Having a variety of colors, especial¬ 
ly shades of brown, tan or black, or even red, white 
or blue, could be a warning sign. 

D — Diameter: Melanomas are usually larger than 
the eraser on the tip of a pencil. 

E — Evolving: When a mole begins to evolve 
or change in any way over time, see a doctor. Any 
change in size, shape or color, or any symptoms, such 
as bleeding or itching, could be dangerous. 

Take care of yourself this summer. Protect the 
skin you’re in.

Timing of Comer allegations are suspect 


The timing of allegations against Republican 
gubernatorial candidate James Comer by a former 
girlfriend from his days in college is very suspect and 
should be viewed with some degree of skepticism. 

We are of course referring to the very odd tim¬ 
ing of Comer’s former girlfriend, Marilyn Thomas, 
whom he dated while both were students at Western 
Kentucky University in the early 1990s. 

Thomas wrote a four-page letter to the Louisville Cou¬ 
rier Journal in which she said Comer was physically 
and mentally abusive during her relationship. The Lou¬ 
isville newspaper ran a story from the letter recently 

The Louisville Courier Journal did what it obvious¬ 
ly felt was the right thing to do — we will leave it up to 
our readers to decide. But Thomas’ allegations, which 
claimed that Comer had taken her to an abortion 
clinic in Louisville while they were dating just doesn’t 
seem to hold water. Neither does the fact that Thomas 
said she has the form from the clinic with Comer’s 
name on it in a lock box, but has no access to it. 

Another odd aspect of this story centers around 
a blogger and non-practicing Lexington attorney 
named Michael Adams who for more than a year 
now has used his blog to accuse Comer of physically 
assaulting Thomas, although he has not been able to 
provide any proof of that to anyone. 

Comer was first elected to the statehouse in 2000 
and served as a state representative from Tompkins- 
ville for 12 years until he was elected commissioner 
of agriculture in 2013. 

The question that really needs to be asked is if 
Thomas was so traumatized by Comer’s alleged 
actions, why didn’t she raise these allegations with 
university or city police when they allegedly occurred 
during their time together over 20 years ago? 

Why didn’t she raise these issues when Comer 
first sought public office in 2000? 

To make these allegations two weeks before a 
gubernatorial primary, in which some polls have 
Comer ahead of the three other candidates, have all 
the makings of a political hatchet job. 

In a news conference Tuesday in Lexington, Comer 
denied the allegations and said politics by one of his 


opponents and the Courier Journal were to blame 
for them. 

He stated that the relationship with Thomas ended 
on friendly terms and that he last saw Thomas twice in 
2001, first at an FFA event in Lexington and then two 
months later in New York where she sought him out 
and gave him a book by Lowell Weicker Jr., who signed 
the book and mentioned how he wanted Thomas to 
return to Kentucky so she could vote for Comer. 

Is seeking out someone years later and presenting 
them with a gift an action you would expect from a 
person who claimed to be physically and mentally 
abused? 

It is worth noting that Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Hal Heiner was forced to apologize last 
week after it had become public that his running 
mate, KC Crosbie’s husband, Scott, had been in con¬ 
tact with Adams talking about these allegations. 

Email messages obtained by the Lexington Her¬ 
ald-Leader show that Adams contacted the Crosbies 
last fall and Adams conceded he had met Mr. Crosbie 
in a restaurant in Lexington. Heiner apologized for 
any role his campaign might have had in spreading 
the allegations. 

Adams doesn’t seem to be a very credible source, 
much like Thomas, who is now not commenting after 
sending her letter to the Courier Journal. 

For the record, Thomas has contributed $100 to 
Heiner’s campaign. 

No one will probably ever know for sure if Hein¬ 
er’s campaign was involved deeper than his running 
mate’s husband talking to Adams, but what has hap¬ 
pened to Comer with these allegations reflects how 
ugly politics can be. 

Thomas’ allegations appear baseless. They could 
have been made when they were supposed to have 
occurred or very early in Comer’s political ascen¬ 
dancy 

Because they were made at the eleventh hour, 
their timing bears all the earmarks of a blatant 
hatchet job.

Many of the working poor receive welfare 


As Congress and some candidates in Kentucky 
debate the value of federal benefits to people, a new 
study out of The University of California offers some 
surprising findings about just who receives those 
benefits. 

Nearly three-quarters of Americans who receive 
help from programs such as Medicaid or Supplemen¬ 
tal Nutrition Assistance Program (food stamps) are 
members of working families, living in households 
where adults earn wages so low they qualify for such 
assistance. 

Of the total $226.8 billion a year in federal benefits, 
more than half of that, $127.8 billion a year, goes 
to families where someone is earning a paycheck, 
according to the study from the Berkeley Center for 
Labor Research and Education. 

About 52 percent are fast food workers, 46 percent 
are child care workers, 48 percent are home care 
workers and 25 percent are part-time college instruc¬ 
tors, the study found. 

Thus, taxpayers not only are helping the poor, they 
are providing an enormous subsidy to employers 
ranging from giant corporations to small businesses 
that offer low wages, part-time work and few or no 
benefits. 

“This is the hidden cost of low-wage work,” Ken 
Jacobs, a co-author of the report, told The New York 


Times. 

These findings come as House Republicans in Con¬ 
gress offer a proposed budget that includes massive 
cuts in such programs including billions of dollars 
in cuts to food stamps, which help more than 800,000 
Kentuckians get enough to eat. 

House Republicans also want to eliminate the 
Affordable Care Act, which now helps more than 
500,000 Kentuckians obtain health coverage. The 
study found that even before the federal health law 
took full effect, more than half of Americans with 
Medicaid benefits worked at least part-time but were 
still poor enough to qualify for the health program. 

Stereotypes about “welfare queens” and slackers 
sponging off the government persist but this study 
finds that the majority of those who benefit from 
government programs — 73 percent — are members 
of working families. 

The solution is not to strip support from such 
families. Rather, government efforts should focus 
on creating a better-prepared workforce and better¬ 
paying jobs. 

If Congress wants to cut welfare, it should start 
with cutting corporate welfare.

Indiana-Kentucky? 

Media reports last week citing possibility of a 
Kentucky-Indiana basketball renewal are without 
merit. 

Statements by Kentucky’s coach to Coalition on 
Intercollegiate Athletics (COIA) after cancellation of 
the UK-IU series in 2012, are unchanged. 

“Kentucky has built its current basketball program 
entirely on the basis of professional prospects playing 
their required one-and-done year in college before 
entering the NBA,” a spokesman for the Coalition on 
Intercollegiate Athletics (COIA) steering committee 
said. 

“The (UK) program is no longer designed to provide 


students pursuing a college education the opportunity 
to compete, it is designed to train professional 
basketball players. 

“Now Kentucky is taking its professional model 
to the next level. By demanding as a matter of policy 
that non-conference games be moved to neutral sites 
that emulate professional conditions it is breaking the 
connection between campus and school sports and 
insisting that contracted opponents do likewise.” 

Kentucky’s coach: “UK is no longer a traditional 
program because it is designed to lose most of its 
one-and-done players to the NBA each year. Kentucky 
will therefore only sign short term contracts with non¬ 
conference rivals, and will require that both games in 
home-home series be played off campus. 

“We are using the entire season to prepare us to 
compete for national titles. Part of that means you’ve 
got to play in big arenas, you’ve got to play in football 
stadiums; you’ve got to do something to get them ready 
for a Sweet 16 or a Final Four.” 

Benefits to UK fans? 

“It benefits our donors as well as our fans (who) 
cannot get into Rupp Arena. For our K Fund donors, 
you will still have the best tickets and the best seats. 
Instead of 20,000 at home, we bring 40,000 on the road.” 

Whereupon Kentucky canceled its traditional 
rivalry with Indiana because IU would not agree to 
play games off campus. 

Worth repeating dept. 

Notre Dame quarterback Everett Golson announced 
last week he is transferring to play elsewhere as a 
graduate student. While Notre Dame will refuse to 
release Golson to any school on its 2015 schedule, he is 
interested in South Carolina and Florida. 

However Golson’s future plays out, ESPN’s John 
Saunders said the other day, “... this isn’t the same old 
story Golson was a student before being an athlete. 
While his NFL future is in doubt, Golson is a model 
college athlete and leaves Notre Dame with the biggest 
prize: A degree.”

Late spring begins prime time for catfish

A stable weather pattern this week brought an early 
taste of summer to Kentucky as high temperatures 
topped 80-degrees on consecutive days. 

Warmer weather and water temperatures climbing 
into the 70s tell catfish that it’s time to spawn, and 
anglers who pursue them know from experience the 
period from late spring into early summer is prime 
time. 

“The next couple of weeks look good for catfish 
because they’re going to be aggressive and feeding,” 
said Kevin Frey, eastern fisheries district biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Channel catfish, blue catfish and flathead catfish 
are the most sought after catfish species in Kentucky, 
and the most widely distributed of those is the chan¬ 
nel catfish. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources annually stocks roughly 100,000 channel 
catfish across the state. About 30 percent of that 
amount is allocated to Fishing in Neighborhoods 
(FINs) lakes. 

These popular urban fisheries can receive heavy 
fishing pressure but are stocked frequently with a 
variety of fish species to meet the demand. More than 
two dozen FINs lakes statewide are due to receive 
stocker-sized channel catfish this month. The stocking 
schedule for FINs lakes is available on Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife’s website at fwkygov. 

“A lot of the time the catfish do bite really well right 
after we stock them,” said Dane Balsman, urban fish¬ 
eries biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “And 
you don’t have to have a really fancy set up to catch 
them.” 

A 7- to 9-foot medium to heavy action spinning rod 
with a matching spinning reel spooled with 20-pound 
line and outfitted with a simple slip sinker rig is a 
capable outfit. To assemble the rig, tie a 4/0 circle hook 
onto an 18-inch fluorocarbon or monofilament leader. 
Tie a barrel swivel onto the other end of the leader, 
then take the main line and thread it through a %- to 
%-ounce egg sinker and plastic bead before tying the 
line to the other eyelet of the barrel swivel. 

Channel catfish have olive-brown to bluish-slate 
backs, white bellies and pale gray sides, often adorned 
with small black spots. Adults range from 12 to 32 
inches long. They scavenge the bottom using their 
whiskers to sense the presence of food. 

Nightcrawlers, chicken livers, cut pieces of shad or 
skipjack herring, shrimp and scented dough baits are 
among the most widely-used and productive baits for 
channel catfish. Try fishing these baits in areas with 
undercut banks, stumps or logs and rocky banks and 
points. 

“Catfish are going to look for a cavity to get back in 
to spawn,” Balsman said. “They get in there and lay 
their eggs and protect those eggs.” 

Low-light periods — such as around dawn and dusk 
or at night — tend to be the best times to catch catfish. 

“Sandy clay shallow areas are another alternative 
especially if there’s some vegetation,” Frey said. 
“Those shallow water areas are still going to be good 
into June. As the water continues to warm, catfish will 
come in to the shoreline at night and drift back out to 
the open water during the daytime.” 

From Lake Barkley and Kentucky Lake in the west 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service is publishing the 
final rule for critical habitat designations for two 
freshwater mussels in Kentucky, Tennessee and 10 
other states. 

The final version reduces designations from those 
proposed nearly three years ago. The agency says it 
includes a significant change to the proposal in 
Arkansas for the rabbitsfoot mussel, with the designa¬ 
tion there reduced by 27 percent. 

Fish and Wildlife Southeast Regional Director 
Cindy Dohner says Neosho mucket and rabbitsfoot 


to the Ohio River to Dewey Lake, Fishtrap Lake and 
Yatesville Lake in eastern Kentucky, there is an abun¬ 
dance of places across Kentucky holding excellent 
populations of channel catfish. 

The “Where to Fish” feature on Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website is a handy tool for those looking to 
find a place to fish for catfish. As an example, anglers 
can search for waterbodies that hold channel, blue and 
flathead catfish and offer bank or fishing pier access. 
The department’s annual “Fishing Forecast” is anoth¬ 
er valuable resource available online. 

One evening last week at a FINs lake, a father and 
son looking to squeeze in some fishing before sunset 
encountered an older angler seated on a plastic bucket 
waiting for a catfish to bite and tug his pole float 
under. 

The man had a question for the boy 

“Are you going to catch all the fish?” he asked play¬ 
fully. 

The boy stopped and thought about his response for 
a moment. 

“No,” he said nervously and then continued to 
scout the bank for the perfect spot to set up and try for 
a catfish. 

Pieces of frozen shrimp stained red from a mari¬ 
nade in strawberry Kool-Aid mix fished weightless on 
the bottom as far out as he could cast enticed two 
channel cats in short order. The fillets those fish yield¬ 
ed filled his belly two nights later and the experience 
left him wanting to fish for catfish again sometime. 

The next several weeks are as good a time as any for 
catfishing in Kentucky

Jimmie Johnson’s Strategy Pays Off in SpongeBob SquarePants 400 


I t was still early in Saturday night’s race when Jim¬ 
mie Johnson was feeling less than positive about his 
chances to win. As he rounded Turn 4 with teammate 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. just behind, the back 
of the No. 48 broke loose. Johnson slid 
sideways, scraping his car’s front splitter along the 
track apron and causing a shower of sparks. 

“There was one point I was looking out the right 
side window thinking, ‘This is going to hurt,”’ John¬ 
son said. “But we made it.” 

Johnson put just enough force into the steering wheel to stop 
the slide and straighten the car, saving it to make adjustments 
later in the race. It was the first of two make-or-break moments 
that Johnson navigated deftly to score the win in the SpongeBob 
SquarePants 400 at Kansas Speedway. 

The second came several hours later — a rain delay for a sub¬ 
stantial thunderstorm at Lap 98 led to a red flag lasting two hours, 
16 minutes — when Johnson had to decide if pitting during a cau¬ 
tion flag that waved with 11 laps left was going to be the winning 
move. He hadn’t led a lap all night. 

“Usually Chad (Knaus, crew chief) gives me some indication 
early in Turn 3 what he’s going to do, and he didn’t really say 
much, so I knew he was thinking hard, and I could see most guys 
were favoring down and trying to find their way onto the apron,” 
Johnson said. 

Knaus radioed Johnson and asked the six-time series champion 
what to do. 

“It just dawned on me, we’ve won two races, we’re locked in 
the Chase, points don’t matter, it’s all about wins,” Johnson said. 
“I said, ‘Man, I feel like gambling,’ and that was the call, and we 
stayed out.” 

Only teammate Jeff Gordon stayed off pit road with Johnson, 
and when the field formed back up for the restart, Johnson knew 
the final sprint wasn’t going to be easy. Kevin Harvick, winner of 
three of the last six races on 1.5-mile tracks like Kansas Speedway, 
restarted sixth with two fresh tires and a car that had led 53 laps. 

Harvick sliced through traffic and was side by side with a late- 
charging Dale Earnhardt Jr. for second place within two laps of 
the restart and with just four laps left. Johnson, though, held the 
upper hand. 

Harvick closed on Johnson but never enough to attempt a pass. 
“(Johnson) wasn’t that strong, he was just trying to run right in 
front of our car,” Harvick said, noting how Johnson’s line on the 
track hurt the No. 4 car’s aerodynamic handling. “But that was the 
strategy that they took, and it worked out for them.” 

Johnson crossed the finish line for his 73rd career victory, third 
of the season, and he tied Gordon again for most all-time Sprint

Cup wins at Kansas Speedway — a tie that Gordon broke in the 
spring Kansas race one year ago. 

It was Martin Truex Jr., though, who left Kansas the most disap¬ 
pointed. His No. 78 was again fast (Truex came to 
Kansas a surprising second in points after 10 races) 
and wound up leading a race-high 95 laps. As the 
race worked toward the finish, Harvick and Truex 
were 1-2 and seemed primed for a late-race duel over 
track position and fuel mileage. All of that changed 
with the caution 11 laps from the finish. 

Truex joined much of the lead group on pit road. There, crew 
chief Cole Pearn directed a pit stop only for a splash of gas. Every 
other leader took at least two tires aside from Johnson and Gordon, 
who stayed out. 

When the race restarted, Truex was overwhelmed by the drivers 
who had fresher tires. He finished 9th. 

“We should have either stayed out or took new tires,” Truex said. 
“We probably did the worst thing you could have done there with 
just staying out and getting gas only, because we ended up being 
the last guy with no tires.”

TWO-MAN RACE Jimmie Johnson has four wins in the last seven races at 1.5-mile 
tracks. It’s obvious that the No. 4 and Kevin Harvick’s No. 48 are the teams to 
beat at the season’s one-third point - though they are strong in separate ways. “I 
think we execute better than they do consistently,” Johnson crew chief Chad Knaus 
said, referring to the late pit strategies at Kansas. “But as far as having all that raw 
speed, I think they’ve got us beat on that right now, so we’re working diligently on 
that right now.” There won’t be a wait to see if Knaus’ words hold true. The Sprint Cup 
series races at the 1.5-mile Charlotte Motor Speedway for two events in the next two 
weeks, including Saturday’s Sprint All-Star Race and next week’s Coca-Cola 600.

To Your Good Health

Bad Breath May Not be Bad at All 

DEAR DR. ROACH: Could the cause 
of chronic bad breath be due to hav¬ 
ing a tortuous esophagus? I’ve always 
had a horrible taste in my mouth 10 
to 20 minutes after eating - sometimes 
worse than others, depending on what 
I’ve eaten. I was diagnosed with GERD 
10 years ago. I tried eliminating certain 
foods, had my tonsils removed in my 
late 20s and have brought it up with 
doctors a few times, to no avail. 

I have regular cleanings every three 
months with a dental hygienist, and 
I floss regularly, gargle and brush my 
teeth two or three times a day. I do not 
enjoy going to social events or par¬ 
ticipating in group activities. I am too 
embarrassed to discuss this with any¬ 
one, including my gastroenterologist, 
who discovered this type of esophagus 
during my endoscopy. A TV doctor said 
there are millions of people out there 
who can’t find a cure for their bad 
breath. Please help me! - S.H. 

ANSWER: There are indeed millions 
of people with bad breath, and many of 
them are unaware of it. On the other 
hand, millions of people who think 
they have bad breath do not, when 
examined objectively by professionals. 
This is largely because it is very dif¬ 
ficult to judge what our own breath 
smells like. This is common enough 
that it has a name: halitophobia. 

Approximately 80 percent to 90 per¬ 
cent of bad breath comes from the oral 
cavity; the nasal passages, tonsils and 
sinuses are the causes in nearly all 
the others. Bad breath almost never 
arises from the esophagus or stomach, 
so I don’t think your tortuous (a term 
meaning that the esophagus is twist¬ 
ed somewhat and doesn’t go straight 
down) esophagus is the cause. 

A bad taste in your mouth certainly 
can come from having GERD. Many 


people think that the bad taste means 
their breath smells bad when, in fact, 
it doesn’t. I think you need to have an 
evaluation by an expert. Some ENT 
doctors have particular expertise in 
this area.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m a 76-year-old 
woman who enjoys a 6-ounce glass of 
ruby-red grapefruit juice every morn¬ 
ing before my breakfast of cereal, 
half a banana and coffee. My husband 
has been trying to convince me that I 
should stop having my morning juice, 
as it is a real “sugar bomb.” Is he cor¬ 
rect in his thinking? - RW. 

ANSWER: A 6-ounce glass of grape¬ 
fruit juice is a perfectly reasonable 
serving size. Six ounces would contain 
about 16 grams of sugar. That’s less 
than half of what’s in a can of soda, 
and although it’s a good chunk of your 
daily sugar intake, if that’s where you 
want to have it, that’s fine. Your hus¬ 
band should lighten up. I see people 
drinking 64 ounces of juice or soda. 
THOSE are sugar bombs.
